MANUFACTURES 


A preliminary statement of the gen 


teral recolnsus -of manufacturer* of 
Portsmouth and Nashtua was issued 
Wednesday by Acting Census Director 
Falkner. It contains a summary com- 
paring the figures for 1904 and 1909, 
by city totals, prepared under the 
direction of William M. Stewart, chief 
statistican for manufacturers, bureau 
of the census. The figures are sub- 
ject to such revision as may be nee-' 
:ssary after a further examination of 
the original reports. 


The summary as regards Ports- 


mouth shows percentafes of increase 
as follows: 
35 per cent In the aver- 


age jumber of wage earners; 53 per 
cent in the cost of materials used; 
37 per cent in the salaries and wages; 
33 per cent in the number of estab- 
lishments; 19 per cent in the capital 
invested; 13 per cent in the number 
of salaried officials and clerks, and 10 
per cent In the value of products. 


There were decreases of 27 per 


cent in the miscellaneous 
expenses 


and 12 per'cent in tbe value added by 
manufacture. 


'There were 36 establishments in 


1909, 
as compared with 27 in 1904, an 


increase of 9, or 33 per cent. 


The value of products in 1909 was 


$2,871,000 and $2,602,000 int 1904, an 
increase of $269,000 or 10 per cent. 
The average per establishment was 
approximately $80,000 in 1909 and 
about 96,000 Irf 1904.

There 
is no way of reaching this pest with 
poison; hence prevention is better than 
cure.

This bird deposits its eggs upon thi- 
bare earttf without vestige of a nesi 
and is so near the color of the ground

The decrease In milk flow caused by 


short feed and flics during this latter 
part of July and August is seldom 
made up.

jcctle. 
The damage which two or 


:hrce of these lusty borers can do to 
;hrlfty trees Is sickening to I bo one 
who has set them out with high ex- 
pectations nud has taken much pride 
,u caring for them. As a preliminary 
to putting the borers out of business 
any grass or weeds should bo removed 
from thu trunk of llie trees. 
One 


should then unike n clone Inspection 
of each 
trunk, scraping ihe earth 


away close to Ihe trunk 10 tbe depth 
of an Inch or an inch and a half. The 
presence of the newly h:iu:hed borer 
Is often Indicated hy a drop of brown 
juice exuding from the bark. 
As it 


grows Its excreta Is a lino brownish 
pulp. In case this does not appear on 
the surface the borer can oflcu be lo- 
cated by a flat dead or hollow spot in 
the bark. Tbe young borers will lie 
found near the surface and the older 
onus farther lu. some of .which will 
have to be reached with a piece of 
wire or n pliable twig. 
It is well to 


go over tbe orchard several times dur- 
ing the growing season, as one Inspec- 
tion seldom gets nil of the offenders. 
Painting the trunks of the-trees with 
a llmu wash in which a generous sup- 
ply of carbolic acid has been Drilled 
will kill many eggs and the newly 
hatched grubs, bin ought uot ,lo lie re- 
lied upon entirely.

Somewhat Oddly, while 
the spray seems to discolor blue grass, 
wheat or oats, the Injury It does is 
not permanent A somewhat weaker 
colutlon thnn that given above will 
kill young weeds If applied shortly. 
after their appearance.
